PRECEDING CONGRESS 


Disputes G. O. P. Conten- 
tion That Enormous In- 


crease Is Due to Drouth 
and Unemployment Aid.

WASHINGTON, March 7.--Call- 
ing attention to the fact that the 
Congregs which has just closed 
appropriated almost $1,000,000,000 
more than the preceding Congress, 
Congressman Joseph W. Byrns of 
Tennesseq® ranking Democratic 
member of the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, declared in a 
statement tonight that “the pres- 
ent administration has indulged in 
a riot of extravagance never here- 
¢«ofore heard of in time of peace.” 

“Campaign orators» in 1928,” 
said Byrns, “regaled the voters 
with the economies effected by the 
Coolidge administration, and the 
party nominee for _President sol- 
emnly declared that ‘economy in 


government had become a princi- 
ple of the Republican party.’ ” 

“The present administration as- 
sumed control of Congress and 
every: branch of the Government 
under a warranty to the country 
that every possible economy. would 
be practiced. This was their sol- 
emn pledge. 
by the Repubiican National Corm- 
mittee that few administrations in 
recent years have made such a 
record of promises kept as that of 
Herbert Hoover. What, then, of 
the solemn promise of economy? 
Even Coolidge Myth Disappeared. 

“The answer is that even the 
myth of Coolidge economy disap- 
peared with his regime and that 
the Seventy-first Congress, at the 
request of President Hoover, had 
appropriated the total of $10,249,- 
819,315. The total amount appro- 
priated by the preceding Congress 
during the last two years of‘ the 
Coolidge administration was $9,- 
293,472,592. ° 

“Republican apelogists contend 
that this enormous increase is due 
to conditions over which the ad- 
ministration had no control. They 
are attempting to leave the im- 
pression that ‘drouth relief and 
measures for the relief of employ- 
ment resulted in this startling total. 
A simple tabulation of the appro- 
priations carried in all the so- 
called relief measures refutes this 
contention.”’ 

Byrns presented a table show- 
ing that appropriations in this class 
did not exceed $200,000,000. The 
principal items were $127,000,000 


“ for emergency construction, $65,- 


000,000 for drouth relief loans, 
$2,000,000 for rural sanitation and 
$2,000,000 for loans to farmers in 
five Southern States, a total of 
$196,000,000., 

$750,000,000 ‘Unaccounted for.’ 

“This, commented Byrns, ‘‘leaves 
practically three-quarters of a bil- 
lion dollars for which the partisan 
apologists must account in some 
other way.” . 

He pointed out, moreover, that 
none of this sum could be attrib- 
uted to the act increasing the loan 


- value of war veterans’ certificates, 


since this law required no appro- 
priations. 

“Statements have been issued, 
from the White House,’ continued 
Byrns, “calling attention to the 
necessity for retrenchment. The 
warning was issued that unless 
there was retrenchment it would 
be necessary to increase taxes or 
issue bonds to meet the cost of 
operating the Government. These 
statements were widely published, 
leaving the country under the im- 
pression that Congress was entire- 
ly to blame for the large amounts 
appropriated. The reverse is true. 
President Primarily Responsible, 

“While Congress, overwhelming- 
ly Republican, must share the criti- 
cism for these huge amounts, the 
President himself is primarily re- 
sponsible. The requests for appro- 
priations sent to Congress by the 
President have actually been re- 
duced during the Seventy-first 
Congress by $55,000,000." The 
President's requests, continued 
Byrns, were made in the face of a 
prospective Treasury deficit of half 
a billion dollars on June 80 next.” 

“Every student of Government,” 
he went, “recognizes the continu- 
ing centralization of Government 
at Washington as @ menace to our 
institutions. Certain it is under 
Republican rule this tendency has 
become extremely costly. Govern- 
mental expenditures are now with- 
in a few hundred millions of what 
they were in 1921, just three years 
after the war and when the coun- 
try was still maintaining troops in 
Europe and paying off the huge 
hang-over war expenses.”

MOSCOW, March 7.—Fourteen 
members of the outlawed Menshe- 
in ‘a bolshevik 
court today and almost begged to 
be shot. They are accused of coun- 
ter-rev olutionary activities. 

This trial paralleled that of 
eight prominent engineers convict- 
ed late last year after a _ trial 
broadcast by,radio. The engineers 
all admitted their guilt but not one 
of them was executed. 

The fourteen defendants today 
made full confessions. The sensa- 
tion of the hearing was,the speech 
of Michac] Yakubovich, former as- 
sistant chief of the supplies section 
of the Trade Commissariat, who 
wept copiously. 

“T was on the other side of the 
barricade,” he shouted, “‘and now 
I am on this side.

That Gov. Franklin D. Roase- 
velt’s prospects for obtaining the 
presidential nomination have 
been greatly enhanced, and that 
those of Owen D. Young have 
been correspondingly diminished. 
It is now pretty generally real- 

ized that Chairman John J. Raskob 
had two main purposes in mind 
when he called the National Com- 
mittee together and submitted a 
list of pPoposals which he hoped 
the committee would commend to 
the attention of the Platform Com- 
mittee at the next National con- 
, vention, One of these was not 
Fonly to insure the ‘‘wetness”’ of the 
party in the next campaign, but 
also to manage events so that the 
inevitable fight over that issue 
would wear itself out before the 
convention instead of taking place 
at the convention, This object bids 
fair to succeed. 

Fight Will Run its Course. 
The Democrats had one rousing 

fight Thursday, and when the Na- 
tional Committee meets again nine 
or 10 months hence, they probably 
will have another. This is expect- 
ed to exhaust their capacity for 
fighting with each other. More- 
over, by that time the dry mem- 
bers will doubtless be reconciled to 
the fact that the party is going to 
be “‘wet’’ in the next campaign. In 
fact many of them are secretly rec- 
onciled to it now. There will re- 
main only the necessity of making 
a perfunctory gesture of protest at 
the convention. 

Raskob’s second main object 
evidently was to win the confidence 
of ‘‘big business’ by outlining an 
economic policy more reactionary 
than that which the Republicans 
have pursued under Coolidge, Mel- 
lon and Hoover. Incidentally, it 
was a platform built to order for 
Young. The chairman’s allusion 
to. utility corporations that are 
“charging 15 cents a kilowatt for 
electricity that they should sell for 
10 or 12 cents” startled the most 
conservative members. The _  av- 
erage domestic rate in the first 25 
cities of the country is less than 8 
cents, and the Washington rate of 
4% cents has recently been the 
subject of bitter criticism. 

What has been the result? The 
dry Democrats are angry at Ras- 
kob for precipitating a discussion 
of the prohibition issue, but they 
know they must capitulate in the 
end. . Consequently, they arp ex- 
petced to join the progressive ele- 
ment of the party in a fight on 
Raskob’s economic program. This 
is likely to take the form of oppo- 
sition to the projected candidacy 
of Young, since he personifies Ras- 
kob’s economic conservatism.

Negotiations for Recovery.

On Feb. 11 the Post-Dispatch 
quoted Brinkman as saying that 
he understood from Foristel that 
the missing securities were “in 
safe hands in a depository.” State 
Representative Joseph L. Lemon, 
who recovered the bonds as attor- 
ney for the insurance company, 
was asked about a report that he 
was involved in the negotiations, 
and said, “If I had anything to 
do with it, # would be in the con- 
fidential relationship of lawyer 
and client.” Foristel said he had 
received inquiries which he re- 
ferred to Lemon. 
’On Feb. 20, when President 
Mays .telephoned Police Head-

Subsequent inquiry has disclosed 
that Foristel received first infor- 
mation that the bonds could. be 
recovered, in October or Novetin- 
ber; that he picked Lemon for the 
job of negotiator; that he con- 
ferred with Hilmer, who took the 
news to Mays and Myers, and with 
Brinkrhan, who, at Foristel’s sug- 
gestion, visited, Circuit Attorney 
Miller, some time in December, 
and obtained an oral opinion that 
it would be legal to pay a reward

Negotiations for the recovery of 
the bonds for a reward of $125,000 
apparently were reaching a success- 
ful conclusion during the five-day 
period from Jan. 17 to 22 when 
frantic efforts were being “made 
day and night to save Hilmer’s 
brokerage firm which was suspend- 
éd by the stock exchanges on Jan.

Jameg C. Burcham, Coroner’s phy- 
sician at Gary, last December, a 
few days after the girl died at a 
gin party. Kirkland and four 
other young men were accused of 
her murder and assault. 

Dr. Jones said he had performed 
1500 post-mortems: As the sur- 
geon listed the hemorrhage, con- 
tusions and lacerations he found. 
he pointed out on his own body 
where they would have been lo- 
cated,

The statement related that For- 
istel immediately called Brinkman, 
who suggested he communicate 
with the insurance company; that 
he advised Brinkman to consult 
Circuit Attorney Miller concerning 
the legality of paying a reward: 
that he called Myers to his office, 
brought Myers and Lemon together 
and “‘urged them not to make any 
meves until Brinkman had report- 
ed the result of his interview with 
Miller.” 

“I heard no more about the 
bonds until after I became one of 
the attorneys in the Lorenzo E. 
Anderson & Co., receivership,” the 
statement continued. ‘The mingr- 
ity bank stock of the Vandeventer 
Securities Co. Is on deposit with 
Anderson & Co., and when I got 
into its affairs I- heard the bonds 
had been returned. A few days 
later when I met Lemon I asked 
him about it and he said: “They're 
in safe hands.’ ”’

Dispatch to interrogate Foristel 
about from whom he “heard the 
bonds had been returned,’’ but For- 
istel declined to amplify or ex- 
plain how hig connection with An- 
derson & Co. led to his getting in- 
formation about the return of the 
bonds.

IN TPTON CASE QUITS: 


Marshal > Schult: of Supreme 
Court Withdrew “Hold” Order 
to cote Gangster’s Parole.

JEFFERSON.CITY, March 7.— 
Marshal Hina C. Schult of the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court, who has been 
under investigation by the-Court 
for his official acts which made 


Cuckoo gangster of St. Louis, from 
the Federal penitentiary at Leav- 
enworth before he was eligible to 
parole, has resigned, effective April 
1, Chief Justice W. T. Ragland an- 
nounced today. , 

Immediately after accepting ‘the 
resignation today the Court, ap- 
pointed John M, Dalton of Ken- 
nett, an attorney,'to succeed Schult, 
effective April 1. Both Schult. and 
Dalton are Democrats, Schult is 
now in Tucson, Ariz., “undergoing 
treatment for tuberculosis, ~- 

The fact that Schult would re- 
sign as an outgrowth of the Tip- 
ton case, was forecast in the Post- 
Dispatch last Jan. 12. The resig- 
nation of Schult will terminate the 
inquiry by the Couct into Schult’s 
connection with the Tipton parole. 

Tipton was paroled Nov. ‘15, last, 
after serving five years of a 15- 
year sentence for mail robbery, de- 
spite the fact that, under Federal 
parole regulations, he would not 
be eligible to parole until he had 
served two-thirds of his sentence, 
because another conviction in the 
Missouri courts, carrying a two- 
year sentence, was standing against 
him, 

Tipton was convicted of grand 
larceny in St, Louis Circuit Court, 
and sentenced to two years in the 
penitentiary. While he was at lib- 
erty on bond, pending an appeal, 
he was convicted in Federal Court 
of participation in a $600,000 mail 
robbery in St. Louis by Egan gang- 
sters and immediately taken to the 
Federal prison at Leavenworth. 
The Missouri Supreme Court af- 
firmed the grand larceny convic- 
tion in 1924, while Tipton was at 
Leavenworth, and the . Marshal 
placed a “hold” order with — the 
Leavenworth prison officials, call- 
ing for his delivery to Missouri of- 
ficers when he served his Federal 
sentence. 

Two days after he was released 
from the Leavenworth prison. Tip- 
ton surrendered at the Missouri 
penitentiary to serve the two-year 
sentence. 

Acted at Request of Kinney. 
Investigation by the Post-Dis- 
patch disclosed that Marshal Schult 
had withdrawn the “hold” order. 
at the request of State Senator 
Michael Kinney, Democratic poli- 
tician of St. Louis.‘ which cleared 
the Federal records of the notice 
of the Missouri conviction stand- 
ing against Tipton.

Watts, in declaring that 18 trains

‘cause of competition from bus lines, 
private automobiles and airplane 
lines, “Asa result,” he said, “pas- 
senger operations are proving in- 
creasingly unpopular. With one ex- 
ception, train service has not been 
reduced by the St. Louis-Chicago 
railroads in the face of declining 
passenger traffic. There have been 
numerous 
ences toward that end, but Ifttle 
echas been accomplished. Difficul- 
ties of competition and service to 
intermediate points have compli- 
cated matters.” 


Bus Lines Cut Revenue. 


The application of the C. & A. 
to eliminate two daily trains be- 
tween Chicago and St. Louis re- 
sulted from a loss of revenue due 
largely to motorbus eompetition, 
according to William G._ Bierd, 
president and co-receiver. 

“This competition already has 
compelled the C. & -A. to withdraw 
one daily passenger train each way 
between Chicago and St. Louis,” he 
said, “in addition to a through train 
per day each way between Chicago 
and Kansas City, and six local 
trains operating between intérme- 
diate points on the main system.” 

Declaring that bus lines are en- 
gaging also in ruinous competition 
with each other and that neither 
bus lines nor railroads can survive 
under present conditions, Bierd 
urged consolidation of both into a 
unified transportation system, 

“We are facing a fundamental 
change in conditions,” he con- 
tinued, “and there is no use deny- 
ing that bus lines have taken over 
a large part of the railroad passen- 
ger business and trucks a large 
part of the local freight business. 
Two years ago we tried to meet 
this competition by increasing the 
number of passenger trains and 
otherwise improving the service, 
but those moves accomplished 
nothing. Now we must take off

Railroad executives are becoming 
less inclined to seek regulation that 
will hamper motor transportation 
development, according to Bierd, 
and are increasingly disposed to 
seek co-ordination of the two com- 
petitive systems. He is of the 
opinion, however, that bus com- 
panies should pay a “more propor- 
tionate share” of taxes for the use 
of public highways. “Through ef- 
ficient unification,” he concluded, 
“substantial profits can be realized 
by both forms of transportation and 
service to the public can be im- 
proved.”

Maryville, Mo., Reports 15- 
Inch Fall—Heavy Rains 
Ohio Valleys.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 7.— 


Snow and rain fell over a large 
part of the nation today. Virtual- 
ly the entire midwest grain belt 
was blanketed with snow and 
ij heavy rains fell in the lower val- 
leys of the Mississippi and Ohio 
rivers. 

Driven by strong winds, the 
snow and sleet blocked highways, 
interfered with rail service and 
tore down wires in parts of Iilli- 
nois, Missouri and Iowa. 

The storm center is moving up 


} the Ohio Valley. 


Fifteen inches of snow fell at 
Maryville, Mo., and gix inches in 
Kansas City causing numerous mi- 
nor accidents and traffic tieups. 

Highway 63 is blocked near 
Kirksville, Mo.. A bus carrying 15 
persons was snowbound between 
Lancaster and Kirksville for sev- 
eral hours yesterday. 

Near Renick, Mo., on Highway 
63, there were 25 automobiles. 
Around Macon, Mo., dozens of 
poles and wires have been leveled 
by the storm. ) * 

Bus traffic on Highways 40 and 
63 where they, cross at Columbia, 
Mo.,- was suspended. Motor car 
accidents were numerous, but no 
one was seriously injured.

Operating income of the 108 
telephone companies for 11 months 
was off 2.1 per cent. But profits 
of the other 95 public utilities for 
11 months were 1.9 per cent better. 
- The group of 91 financial insti- 
tutions, including banks, . invest- 
ment trusts and others, showed net 
earnings for 1930, 62.9 per cent 
lower than for 1929. 

Comparing 1930 with 1928, the 
analysis shows tXat the aggregate 
net profits for 1930 for 886 in- 
dustrial corporations in the 30 dif- 
ferent groups and miscellaneous, 
were 28.6 per cent lower than for 
1928, and 39.6 per cent lower than 
for 1929. Seven of the groups 
show greater profits for 1930 than 


for 1928: Amusement companies, 97 


per cent; bakeries, 5 per cent; bev- 
erages and confections, 21 per cent; 
drugs,. 25.5 per ‘cent; railroad 
equipment, 33.6 per cent; restau- 
rant chains, 11.8 per cent, and to- 
bacco products 2.9 per cent.

U. S. to Conduct Tests 
Of Pavement Slabs 


To determine the relative effi- 


ciency of several designs of con- 
crete pavements and to develop 
more exact knowledge of the 


amount and distribution of stress 
in pavement slabs resulting from 
loads applied to them in various 
positions, the Bureau of Public 
Roads is constructing numerous 
full-size concrete pavement slabs at 
its experiment farm at Arlington, 
Va. The slabs will later be sub- 
jected to an elaborate series of 
tests. > 

Some slabs will be of uniform 
thickness throughout. Tests on 
these are expected to furnish in- 
formation regarding the. relation 
between loads applied at various 
points and the stress and strain of 
the concrete at all points in the 
loaded cross section, and the rela- 
tion between load resistarice and 
slab thickness.

THE BRITISH-INDIAN TASK. — 

The agreement between Mahatma Gandhi and Lord 
Irwin, Viceroy of India, by which the salt tax will 
be modified and the disobedience campaign aban- 
doned, brightens the hope that what Sir Tej 
Bahadur Sapru, the Indian leader, called “the great- 
est achievement in India’s history” may be consum- 
mated. The greatest initial obstacle to carrying out 
the plans of the London conference and the British 
Government was Gandhi's obstinate devotion to the 
cause of complete Indian indepeudence. If Gandhi 
finally agrees to accept the British offer of a modi- 


of Hindu co-operation in framing the new Consti- 
tution and the Dominion Government will be gained. 
A long step will bave been taken im the diréction 
of self-government for India. 

The British Government’s liberal offer was largely 
due to Gandhi's extraordinary campaign for civil 
disobedience and his defiance of British authority in 
violating the salt tax law. It was an amazing cam- 
paign, which displayed in its most heroic phase the 
wonderful personality of Gandhi. It is doubtful, 
however, if Gandhi’s non-resistance and civil diso- 
bedience movement would have succeeded if violence 
had not been necessary to restrain the zeal of his 
followers. The British foresaw in the Indian upris- 
ing prolonged and costly disturbances in behalf of 
Indian independence, which was rapidly gaining the 


| sympathy of the civilized world. 


Great credit, however, must be given to Premier 
Ramsay MacDonald for his wise and liberal dealing 
with the Indian problem in the London conference. 
The results he obtained in the conference went far 
beyond the expectations of either the Indian Nation- 
alists or the British people. His final offer defining 
British policy toward India went a long way toward 
assuring ultimate self-government for India. He of- 
fered a new Constitution establishing Federal Gov- 
ernment for India, modeled after the American 
union. There are to be an upper and a lower 
house, the upper elected by the provincial legisla- 
tures and the lower by the people with an enlarged 
voting franchise. The Indian Federal Government 
is to be entrusted almost entirely with domestie¢ con- 
cerns. The provincial governments are to be en- 
trusted with local affairs. The Constitution is to re- 
strict the powers of the Federal Government. Great 
Britain, through its Governor-General, is to deal with 
finances, defense and externa) affairs. The Constitu- 
tion is to provide guarantees of religious toleration 
and the rights of communities. Great Britain re- 
tains the power to see that these guarantees are car- 
ried out. It is expected that general taxation will 
be in the hands of the Federal Government. The 
British plan does not grant India full dominion 
Status, but there is a pledge of policy which will 
extend the self-governing powers of India as condi- 
tions justify it. 

It is a foregone conclusion that this great conces- 
sion will eventually be accepted by the Indians, be- 
cause it offers so much of what they have been fight- 
ing for. The situation parallels that of Ireland when 
the status of a free state was offered the Irish. The 
extreme Republicans, under De Valera, declared that 
Ireland would never be satisfied without the estab- 
lishment of a republic. But the movement quickly 
vanished by reason of the advantages gained by 
British concessions. The fighting ground of the 
Indian Nationalists has largely been swept from un- 


der their feet by the British offer. 


The goal, however, will not be gained merely by 
the surrender of Gandhi and his followers. It will 
be a major task to framé the new Constitution and 
establish the Federal Government, in view of the re- 
ligious differences and racial antagonisms of the 
Indian population. The Hindus predominate by a 
large majority, being nearly two-thirds of the popu- 
lation of 320,000,000. There aré 90,000,000 Moslems, 
bitterly antagonistic in religion and to the domina- 
tion of the Hindus. Then there are independent 
states inhabited by warlike tribes which have con- 
tinually harassed India. The harmonizing of these 
races, religions and differing grades of civilization 
will be a difficult achievement. 

Although Premier’ MacDonald outlined a general 
policy and offered a new constitutional government, 
he did not énter into details. That was to be the 
work of the future and to a very large extent the 
work of the Indians themselves, with British co-op- 
eration. The test of the ability of the leaders, both 
British and; Indian, to reach a satisfactory con- 
clusion is yet to come. 

The door, however, has been opened to Indian self- 
government and ultimate independence. This open 
door may avert two possible calamities. One is the 
continued and increasing rebellion against British 
rule. The other is the chaos that would probably 
result if Great Britain withdrew from India. Un- 


doubtedly the abandonment of India by Great Britain 
under present conditions would result in a civil war 
of the most destructive kind. It would be both re 
ligious and racial, the end of which it would be 
impossible to foretell. 
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That Communist who climbed a tree on Boston 
Common and was arrested only after a fight in the 
branches, we presume, told the police that truth 
brought to earth shall rise again. 
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A LAME DUCK OBJECT LESSON. 
Among the unfinished business left by the recently 
adjourned Seventy-first Congress was the Vestal bill 
for revision of copyright laws. Its passage would 
have given world-wide protection to our writers, 
artists and musicians. Other important méasures that 


bill and the maternity aid act, in addition to a large 
number of nominations. Congress also had no time 
to act on the World Court, railroad consolidation, re- 
adjustment of prohibition and naval construction. 

The last day of the session saw Senator Thomas of 
OkMhoma conducting a one-man filibuster, tying up 
all legislation, a spectacle that has brought down the 
curtain on many a preceding short session. Senator 
Norris’ lame duck resolution, which was killed in 
conference, its sixth defeat, contains a cure for such 
proceedings. It would abolish the time limit on end- 
ing the short session, thereby giving an ample period 


Longworth balked at this provision as opening the 
way for “continuous sessions.” The Speaker's fear 
is groundless. Congress would go home at the earliest 
possible moment, there could be no delay or pressure 
by filibuster, legislative jams would end and extra 
sessions would take place only in emergencies. 

The Thomas filibuster and the imposing list of 
unfinished business give Senator Norris a perfect 
object lesson when he submits his resolution to the 
next Congress, which is expected to act favorably on

MR. JUSTICE HOLMES AT 90. 

The world is paying tribute today at the quiet red 
prick house in I street. Unknown students who toil 
in humble rooms leave their enthusiastic messages be- 
side the formal resolutions from high places of court 
Mr. Justice Holmes stands at 90. 

A sage who wears the warrior’s plume, carrying 
always @ pennon as well as a sword, this oldest man 
vever to sit on the. Supreme Court; and what a life he 
March 8, 1841—seven years before 
the Mexican War—he was born in the home of the 
essayist and poet, the stately father, who, as a re- 
cent correspondent so aptly said, was to have a more 
For almost half a century a judge of 
our law and. life—for 20 years on the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court; since 1902_a dweller in that “quiet 
storm center,” as he once described the court of 
Marshall‘and Taney. Much better than anything that 
can be written about Mr. Justice Holmes spéak the 
works he has wrought and the things he has written 
—those magnificent utterances which he calls little 
fragments of his fleece left upon the hedges of life 
and others regard as landmarks in American thought. 

Viscount Morley a quarter century ago said that in 
Oliver Wendell Holmes America possessed the great- 
est judge of the English speaking world. Why? Be- 
cause in his hands the law has been a tool and not a 
gigantic, all-enveloping principle. 
the moving waters are full of lffe and health; that 
only in the still waters are stagnation and death. 
Times without number he has fought the liberalist 
battle in the fierce combat of the law with the same 
erect determination to be in the thick of the fray 
which brought him a waund at the foot of Fredericks- 
burg, one in the neck at Antietam and another in the 
breast at Ball’s Bluff. 

Two and a half years ago, when he became the 
oldest man éver to sit on the supreme bench, he 
took precious time to answer a congratulatory letter 
“Old age,” he wrote, “has 
its discouragements, but also its encouragements— 
and pone is greater among the latter than to be told 
by a young man that one’s life has not been in vain.” 
Born before the telegraph and the sewing machine, 
yet a young man, for it is not the number of years 
that are to be reckoned with but the way a man |

Are We a Menace in Latin America? 


Protests from neighbors accuse “Colossus of the North” of imperialistic designs because 
of military interventions, Monroe Doctrine and seizure of Panama; U. 8. denies 
territorial] ambitions, but our business men are creating an economic empire in 
Latin America; policy a compromise, sometimes imperialistic, sometimes altruisti=.

T HE Latin American complaint against 


us has been persistent, Several decadey 
ago Rodo’s “Ariel” conceived us as a 


Caliban stamping out all cultural values 
in our Southern neighbors and enslaving 
them to our own base materialistic needs. 
Other writers have kept up an incessant 
denunciation of the “Colossus of the North.” 
Organizations propagandize against us; stu- 
dents. have demonstrated; boycotts have 
been called. 


We insist that our actiong in Haiti, Pana- 


ma and Nicaragua obey more laudable pur- 
poses than those of Great Britain in Egypt 
—yet the world sees in: both imperialistic 
protection. of sea routes vital for trade and 
war. Are we thén unconsciously militaris- 
‘tic and imperialistic? Are we mouthing 
mere cant when we claim that our control 
over Porto Rico, our Platt amendment for 
Cuba, our Caribbean interventions, our 
Monroe Doctrine are maintained for the 
noble uplift of backward peoples? Are we 
just: more hypocritical than other nations? 


In the Caribbean area, in Panama, Nica- 


ragua, Santo Domingo, Haiti, Honduras, 
México, we have resorted to overt military 
measures. Our rights in Panama were ob- 
tained by lesioning the sovereignty of Co- 
lombia; our rights in the Nicaraguan canal 
were obtained at a ridiculous price from a 
chamber surrounded by American bayonets. 
Our treaty occupations of Nicaragua and 
Haiti differ little from the French treaty 
arrangements with the Moroccan Sultan or 
British treaties with Indian potentates.

Yet verbally we are less imperialistic than 


in earlier periods, Our Governmient today 
consistently disclaints any desire for terri- 
torial anhexations. President Hoover told © 
Président Irigoyen that America would 
hever again intervene in another Latin 
American country. We declare we will get 
out of Haiti by 1935. We got out of Santo 
Domingo, Cuba and Honduras. We should 
jolly_well like to get out of Nicaragua, 


Unlike the various European Powers in 


the nineteenth century, who set out bare- 
facedly to grab colonies by gunboat and 
rifle, we refrain from political conquest, but 
our business men are creating an economic 
empire. Does our financial expansion cou- 
stitute imperialism? 


Unwittingly we have forced most Latin 


Américan countries inté tndustrial activ- 
ities contributing to our own needg but re- 
ducing them to one-product regions, to the 
detriment of any rounded national econoniy. 
The constant demand of our factories for 
Yaw materials, monopolistic control bs 
American capital and the industrial back- 
Wardness of the affected countries have 
subordinated their productive life almost as 
effectively as though we ruled them by 
bayonets and viceroys, had thvoked exclu- 
sive navigation acts, imperial tariffs and 
other restraints, and had proscribed manu- 
facture of goods cOmpeting with our own. 


The prosperity of such countries is thus 


made dependent upon price fluctuations and 
taxation of a few given products; govern- 
ment fs dominated by the capital opérat- 
ing the leading industry and is corrupted 
by loans, loans oppressive to the popula- 
tion if paid; representing appreciable loss

With this discharg. at a rate which 
will give the Nautilus a speed of 
three knots submerged, the vessel 
can run for slightly more than 40 
hours, so that her maximum un- 
derwater radius on one battery 
charge is about 125 miles. 

When it is desired to recharge 
the storage battery, the boat comes 
to the surface. Throwing out the 
clutches so the propellers do not 
operate, we start the Diesel engines 
and the electric motors connected 
to them then become generators, 
putting ctrrrent back into the stor- 
age battery. : 

When the battery again is fully 
charged we can run another 125 
miles at three knots submerged. 

Under the ice, I do not propose 
to run the Nautilus faster than 
three Knots ordinarily, because at 
that speed—just about a walk—we 
could strike an obstruction without 
serious damage to our vessel. Her 
‘hard nose’ and special collapsible

The Nautilus: has been tested at 
a depth of 228 feet, but during 
our builders’ trials we will test 
her again to at least 200 feet.

Phillips Co. to Store Large

R. F. Hamilton, vice president,

Of Very High Heat Value. 

Butane is the name applied to 
the liqdid as it is usually pro- 
ducéd for industrial use. <A close 
relative, propane, {s marketed in 
cylinders for use as a fuel in homes 
not served by gas mains. Both 
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become liquids unde? preasure and 
at low temperetures. At ordinary 
atmosphéric pressure they are 
gases of very high heat value. 

About 6.9 gallons of - e is 
equivalent in heat value to 1000 
cubic feet of manufactured gas as 
distributed in St. Louis.

Plants in 49 Cities Now. 

Butane, which may be shipped 
in tank rs, is coming into use 
fort supplying gas to small cities 
and towns which do not have 
manufactured gas plants’ or are 
not. served by natural gas. This 
method requires comparatively lit- 
tle equipment besides the dis- 
tribution system. A recent issue of 
the Gas Age-Record lists 49 cities 
in which butane plants are in op- 
eration; and Oberfell states that 
such plants are under construction 
in 40 or 50 more cities. Some 
manufactured gas plants are using 
butane for enriching. 

Both butane and propane are 
by-products of the manufacture of 
gasoline from natural gas, but 
they may be produced also in the 
refining of petroleum. 

Dr. J. B. Garner of the Hope 
Construction and Engineering Co. 
of New York, a subsidiary of the 
Standard Oil Co., was reported by 
the Gas Age-Record as having said 
in a recent address: 

“Suffice it to say that the vol- 
umes of the gases (butane and 
propane) available for treatment 
| and the eontent of hydrocarbons 
in these gases are equal to and 


fadequate for all possible markét 
réquirements. 

“Our concérn is, Will it pay the 
natural gas and petroleum indus- 
tries to isolate and market these 
hydrocarbons as commodities?” 

. Memns of Gases. 

Discussing the means of getting 
these gases to the points of con- 
sumption, Dr. Garner said: “The 
time is not far distant when pipe 
Hines will be used more extensively. 
Two such lines are contemplated. 
One of our large public utilities 
is giving the matter careful and 
constructive thought.” 

G. G, Oberfell, previously quot- 
ed, safMi in an article written for 
Gas Age-Record: “Propane and 
butane are the two most import- 
ant liquefied gases. They are pro- 
duced ,as by-products of the nat- 
ural gasoline industry, which is 
their chief source at the present | 
writing, although the refining in- 
dustry is also reported as prepar- 
ing to manufacture them.”

NEW YORK, March 7.—Sena- 
tor Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, said 
today the movement to recognize 
Russia was gaining headway among 
American business men.

ST. LOUIS FOURTH IN 
NCW REALTY FINANCING 


Total for February $675,000— 
Increased Demand in U. S. for 
Residential Accommodations. 


Increased activity in the finane- 
ing of residential.properties was re- 
flected by a 16 per cent rise in the 
volume of new first mortgage real 
estate security offerings in Febru- 
ary, according to the Monthly In- 
vestment Review of Nelson; Hunt & 
Co. of Chicago, specialists in real 
estate and first mortgage financing. 
New real estate bond and stock 
issues publicly offered by leading 
investment houses in February to- 
taled $109.168,000, as compared with 
$8,737,000 in January. Of this 
amount; there was $1,082,000 in 
stock financing on commercial 
projects. Of the 19 bond and note 
issues, there were nine of the col- 
lateral trust type totaling $5.311,- 
350, or about 52 per cent of the to- 
tal financing for the month. 

“The indications are that the 
volume of realty financing in Feb- 
ruary,”’ said the review, ‘‘will repre- 
sent close to a normal monthly fig- 
ure for the year of 1931. At this 
slackening pace the real estate se- 
curity market will have the oppor- 
tunity of adjusting itself to a more 
sound basis, which in the end will 
be most beneficial to all the vari- 
ous elements concerned, particu- 
larly the holders of securities on 
completed buildings which are now 
beginning to benefit by the cur- 
tailed building operations of the 
last 18 months.” 

Two Months’ Total 218,905,850. 
Total realty financing through 
stock and bond issues for the first 
two months of this year now 
gregates $18,905,850, a decline of 
about 65 per cent from the total of 
$53,345,500 in the same period of 
1930.°

IN HOME. FINANCING 


Operations of Railroad Co-op- 
erative Loan Association 
More Than Doubled. 


Notable gains in home financing 
activities for January and February 
indicate a definite turn toward nor- 
mal in the worst depressed depart- 
ment of the construction industry, 
according to George <A. Martin, 
president of the Railroad Co-oper- 
ative Building & Loan Association, 


following an analysis of the busi- 
ness of his firm for the first two 
months of 1931. 

The company’s home financing 
operations for January totaled 
$617,644 as compared with $235,- 
000 for January, 1930, and the 
February figures registered a 
healthy continuation of this trend, 
though in smaller volume, the anal- 
ysis shows. The month just closed 
found $499,500 in current home 
finaricing on the company’s books 
as compared with $306,722 for the 
corresponding month of 1930, a 
gain of more than 60 per cent. 

While the bulk of the January 
business was in refinancing, 18 per 
eent, or more than $111,000, was for 
new home construction. An _ en- 
couraging factor, Martin points 
out, after a year in which new 
residential construction fell off 
more than 50 per cent by compari- 
son with 1929.

Coming to Chicago in 1920 an impecunious 
hoodlum, in 1929 he was estimated by attaches 
of the internal revenue service to be a mil- 
lionaire.

tuted 200 years ago,. when girls arrived from France provided 
by the King with a little trunk filled with clothes and other 
necessities to offer to the French voyageurs and townsmen 
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Stafford. 


France. The story goes that in 1798 
the wealthy planter, spending a few 
weeks of ease at his Pointe Coupee 
plantation, provided food, money and 
clothing for an impoverished French 
refugee who stopped off on a jour- 
ney down the river. And the story 
teller of today concludes this tale with, 
“That poor refugee was none other 
than Louis Philippe, King of France.” 

At last, at the age of 80, Poydras 
died, his will was read, and there was 
much marveling at the curious dowry 
clause: 

“T give and hequeath to the Parish 
of Pointe Coupee, my usual place of 
residence, $30,009. The interest of 
this sum is to be employed in giving 
a dowry to all girls of said parish who 
may get married; the unfortunate to 
be always preferred. I give and 
bequeath to the Parish of West Baton 
Rouge $36,000, the interest of this 
sum to be employed in giving a dowry 
to the girls of the parish when they 
marry. I appeal to the intelligence of 
our legislators to see that a legal direc- 
tion be given in the employment of the 
sums I bequeath to the aforesaid par- 
ishes of Pointe Coupee and West 
Baton Rouge.’ 

There were other unusual bequests 
in Poydras’ will. To each of his god- 
children he left $500, and the story 
goes that he had stood for some child 
in nearly every important family in the 
parish. 

Another clause read: ‘I give to 
each of my Negroes, male and fe- 
male, large and small, $10."' He owned 
500 slaves at the time. Still another 
clause provided that all his slaves 
should be freed 25 years after his 
death. 

His name lives in a hospital and 
an orphan asylum for which he 
left funds, and an academy for the 
girls: of Pointe Coupee Parish stands 
at the town of New Roads as a tribute 
to his generosity. One of the principal 
streets in New Orleans is named for 
him. 

But the greatest interest has always 
been in the dowry clause. The inati-

The 
sum bequeathed to Wegt Baton 
Rouge Parish is still invested by the 
Louisiana Legislature, and it now 
amounts to about $35,00u. It is so 
invested as to yield about 8 per cent, 
and the proceeds are divided annually 
among the girls of the parish who ap- 
ply for a marriage dot. The money 
is administered by the police jury, the 
Parish Treasurer and the Sheriff. Any 
girl who has been a resident of the 
parish for five vears can make appli- 
cation to share the purse. The size 
of the share is determined solely by 
the number of: applicants. 

Many years ago Pointe Coupee Par- 
ish, with the consent of the State Leg- 
islature, diverted the money to a 
school fund, interest on which can also 
be used to aid the destitute in the par- 
ish. But the number of lovers brought 
to matrimony through the offices of 
Julien Poydras, as the records show, is 
legion. Their children, grandchildren 
and great-grandchildren live on. 

Since the awards are received in 
February, applications must be made 
toward the end of the preceding year. 
Requests are usually sent in very late, 
when the young women have some 
idea of how many will apply.

One theory is that the person or 
persons who raided the tomb in the 
lonely church of Faareveile, which 
slants away from the village of the 
same name, on the west bay of Ise- 
fiord, sought something buried with 
the Scottish Earl—jewels or historic 
documents. Another theory is that the 
violation of the grave was an act of 
revenge on the part of the descendants 
of a woman whom Bothwell had 
wronged in the course of his rapacious 
and murderous career. A way with 
women was one of the attributes of 
this man who may be considered one 
of the world’s most notable gangsters. 

As a ruthless killer and racketeer, 
Jamie Hepburn was a success. But as 
a husband, despite the fact that he 
was a descendant of one of the noblest 
and most chivalric families of Scot- 
land, enjoying such titles as the Earl 
of Bothwell and Duke of Orkney and 
Shetland, he was a miserable failure. 

As an adept in the planting of 
bombs, as an expert in the use of the 
cold steel, as a master in the art of 
strangling, not to say anything of his 
ability in fixing juries and corrupting 
Judges, he cut a wide swath in Scot- 
tish affairs during the middle of the 
sixteenth century. The Earl of Both- 
well had much in common with the 
Dion O’Bannions, “Big Tim’’ Murphys, 
‘“‘Mike”’ Gennas and George ‘‘Bugs’’ 
Morans of modern times. If he were 
alive today it is not unlikely that he 
would be trying desperately to usurp 
the power of ‘‘Scarface’’ Al Capone. 


S FOR the Queen of Scots, she 
A was not remarkable, perhaps, ex- 

cept for her misfortunes, chief of 
which was her union with the Earl of 
Bothwell, following a courtship which 
was as scandalous as it was murderous. 
While historical research has cleared 
Mary of much villainy, it has also gone 
a long way in depriving her of claims 
to exceptional ability, good moral rep- 
utation or strength of character. 

Perhaps the Queen of Scotts was a 
doll—but even dolls, if they are made 
to suffer overmuch, attain a tragic 
stature, 

She will always be a favorite with 
the romantics—-they are all for Mary 
against the ring of blackguardly Mo- 
rays, Maitlands, Mortons and Mars, 
Balfours and Bothwells, Lindsays and 
Lennoxes. Yet the Queen of Scots 
played a role which, if judged by pres- 
ent-day standards, would list her as 
a ‘‘moll’’ of gangland. 

Since the murder of her second hus- 
band, Henry, Earl of Darnley, who, by 
the way was her cousin, the world has 
listened to much controversy as to 
whether Mary conspired with her lov- 
er, Bothwell, in the commission of this 
crime. At all events the ‘Scottish 
King’’ was “put on the spot” very ef- 
fectively. 

According to a generally accepted 
version this is what happened: 

The killing of Darnley, which took 
place the night of Sunday, February 
9, 1567, while not lacking the roman- 
tic and dramatic, was decidedly Chi- 
cagoesque in its climax, for the an- 
cient equivalent of a ‘‘pineapple’’ was 
used in getting rid of a competitor— 
a cempetitor in the field of love. 

It was one of those slayings in which 
the plotters left nothing to chance. Be- 
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tween Mary and Darnley 
there was no love lost, for 
the two were in every way 
unfitted for each other. The 
Queen of Scots was carrying 
on an affair with the Earl 
of Bothwell, the beginning of 
which really dated back to 
their first meeting in France. 

Despite the fact that Darn- 
ley received the broadest of 
hints to be on his guard 
against both Mary and Both- 
well, he scoffed at the idea 
that the Queen would be in- 
terested in bringing about 
his death. At the time he 
was ill in bed, convalescing 
from an attack of smallpox, 
and his wife was a frequent 
visitor to the  sickroom. 
Darnley was not in Holyrood, 
but at Kirk-o'-Field, where 
he was made comfortable 
with furnishings brought 
from the great castle at Ed- 
inburgh.

centric, it is true, and 
he is radical in many 
of his beliefs and pro- 
nouncements, but he 
has never been known 
to be indiscreet in 
any of his relations 
with women.

Professor Calmette, born in Nice on 
July 12. 


I863, has had a Varied and 
adventurous career. A student of the 
kreat Roux, of diphtheria antitoxin 


fame, he has also been a physician to 
the navy and colonial armies. His work 


has ranged from the investigation of a 
plague in Portugal to the founding of 
a Pasteur Institute in Saizon, Indo- 
China. He has studied and written on 
worm infestation, water purification 
aud other ‘‘minor’’ matters, and has 
done monumental work in analyzing 
snake venoms, a work which culminat- 
ed in the preparation of a life-saving 
antitoxin or antivenine. 

But the chief interest of the great 
scientist’s life has been the bacteriol- 
Ogy and immunology of tuberculosis. 
Ever since the isolation of the tubercle 
bacillus by Robert Koch, scientists in 
America and Europe have been en- 
gRuged in this pursuit, experimenting 
-rincipally with cattle, rarely daring to 
try their products on human children. 


Jenner with cowpox vaccine and 

Pasteur with rabies, anthrax and 
chicken cholera, efforts have been di- 
rected principally toward the develop- 
ment of an attenuated or weakened 
form. of tubercle bacillus with 
Which the physician might infect the 
patient, failing to cause more than a 
transient illness, if any, yet giving him 
the active immunity that comes only, 
according to some, from the presence 
in the body of the living pathogenic 
germ. As early as 1886 one Cavagnis 
tried to administer sputum of tubercu- 
losis patients which had been treated 
with carbolic acid. 

In 1907 Calmette himself experi- 
mented with tubercle bacilli treated by 
chlorine. At about the same time he 
tried to produce immunity by feeding 
Cilves killed tubercle bacilli by mouth. 
From each of these methods he ob- 
tained some slight’ encouragement. 
Calmette, it should be mentioned, is 
one of the few modern scientists who 
believe that nearly all tuberculous in- 
fection comes through the intestine as 
the germ of cattle tuberculosis. He 
also belleves that immunity may occur 
Without the slightest disease being 
provoked by the inoculated organism.

Morgan's and the suit gave him the 
shock of his life. He never got over it, 
in fact. It represented the only time in 
his career that he had to take a beat- 
ing, although E. H. Harriman had 
once battled him to a draw. Roose- 
velt’s victory, as it happened, was nar- 
row, but it was decisive, the United 
States Supreme Court finally ruling 
that the merger was an illegal com- 
bination in restraint of trade. That de- 
cision, says Winkler, was a body blow 
to Morgan and it marked the end of 
an era in high finance. 

Morgan sprang from whatever aris- 
tocracy this country may boast and it 
was his chief pride that he was 4 gen- 
tleman. He was born to wealth, as 
his father before him had been. The 
son of Junius Morgan and Juliet Pier- 
pont, he was the first of five children 
and cam« into the world in Hartford, 
April 17, 1837. His name of John 
Pierpont became “Pip” at school and 
by this monicker he was ever after- 
ward known in the town of his birth. 
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The late J]. Pierpont Morgan. 


Junius Morgan, a merchant, sold out 
his Hartford holdings for $600,000 in 
1850 and became a member of a large 
mercantile firm in Boston. Then four 
years later came George Peabody one 
day on a visit home from London. 
Peabody had become the most trusted 
American banker in the world metrop- 
olis and he was looking for a young 
partner. Junius Morgan was his man. 
The family moved then to London, so 
Pierpont’s youth was spent in Europe. 
He was sent to the University of Got- 
tingen, where he distinguished himself 
in mathematics. 

In connection with his  mathe- 
matical distinction an amusing anec- 
date is told. Many years later his 
old professor of mathematics visited 
New York and a dinner was given 
in his honor by Morgan and other Got- 
tingen men. Morgan by this time had 
become a famous banker and a world 
figure, but that fact apparently did 
not impress the guest of honor. 
Looking sadly at the Magnificent Pier- 
pont over his glasses, the old German 
remarked a bit reproachfully: “I have 
always regretted that you did not re- 
main at the university. Had you 
stayed with me you would have been 
my assistant so long as I lived and, 
unquestionably, at my death you 
would have been appointed professor 
of mathematics in my place.”’ 

The vear 1856 found young Morgan 
a haughty member of his father’s 
banking firm and the following year 
he was sent to New York to a junior 
clerkship in the firm of Duncan, Sher- 
man & Co., American representative of 
Peabody & Co. He arrived on Wall 
Street on the verge of the terrible 
panic of 1857, beginning his American 


banking career in a sort of baptism 
of fire. Its lessons were not lost upon 
him. He was to pass through many 
other panics in time. And-he always 
emerged unscathed. 7 

Backed by the powerful banking 
house of his father overseas, Pierpont 
developed rapidly in America. By 1864 
he was entrenched in his own bank- 
ing firm and had already let himself 
in for considerable public condemna- 
tion by reason of a flyer he took in 
carbines supplied to the Government 
in an early Civil War contract. The 
arms, it appears, were purchased from 
the Army arsenal in New York after 
they had been condemned as unfit for 
use and were then resold to the Gov- 
ernment and supplied to the Federal 
forces in St. Louis. 


HEN they were found to be 

WV obsolete and dangerous there 

arose the charge that Morgan 
had swindled the Government -—— 4 
charge that was to pursue him all the 
rest of his life. In his defense, it 
was declared that his two associates 
in the venture conducted the negotia- 
tions and that Morgan, who had never 
seen the weapons, did not know they 
were useless. However this may have 
been, Morgan offered no explanation. 
His contract was upheld legally. 

The period of railroad expansion fol- 
lowing the Civil War, a period in 
which the country’s railway mileage 
doubled in eight years, brought with 
it abundant opportunities for exercise 
of such genius as that possessed by 
Morgan, Harriman, Gould, Vanderbilt 
and J. J. Hill. Morgan's railroad pro- 
motion career began with a- fight in 
which he bested ‘‘Jubilee Jim” Fisk 
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for control of the 
Erie Road, and it 
reached ita high- 
est tide in the 
fight with Harri- 
man for control of 
the Northern Pa- 
cific.

He never 
puttered about 
among trifles. 
These he left to 
his partners and 
it is probable he 
never knew the 
strain he placed 
upon them. He 
measured other 
men’s powers of 
endurance by his 
own. As a result, 
many of those who 
tried to hold his 
terrific pace died 
under the grind. 

‘‘Morgan alone 
came through the 
mill,’ says his 
biographer. ‘‘Busi- 
ness was neVer his 
bedfellow. If any particularly knotty 
problem matter was bothering him, he 
would retire to his den, riffle the 
cards at solitaire (as did Napoleon), 
and work out a solution quickly and 
decisively. Or he would corral a few 
of his cronies in a private banquet 
room or in the cabin of the Corsair 
(his private yacht) and sing the night 
away.” 

Morgan was a large man, with thick 
chest and imménse head (he wore a 
seven and seven-eighths hat) which 
set close down on his heavy shoulders. 
He had large features, a high fore- 
head and a square bulldog chin. Early 
in life, his hair was dark, but it grad- 
ually thinned and changed to iron gray 
and to white. Until his last years his 
mustache retained a deep midnight 
hue. 

“Morgan's frown could cow the most 
ferocious of financial desperadoes,”” 
writes Winkler. ‘‘His eyes were awful 
in anger. Such eyes had seldom heen 
set in human head. They blazed from 
beneath shaggy eyebrows. They 
seemed to change color with every 
emotion. They were really dark blue, 
but even those who knew Morgan well 
described them, vary. .gly, as of every 
shade from light gray to black. 

“At times they could soften and be- 
come liquid as those of a woman, as 
when the financier indulged in a dally 
romp with his children and, later, with 
his numerous grandchildren. He per- 
mitted nothing to interfere with this 
phase of his family life. His children 
remember swarming over him, tugging 
at his sweeping mustaches and great 
double watch-chain, and exploring his 
pockets for hidden sweets and cookies. 
They rumpled his hair, pulled his cloth- 
ing. But he didn’t mind. He paid little 
attention to appearance or attire.

re4 ANY women knew Morgan 
\ as a generous patron. Ina 
way, his very defiance of 
convention was a protection. Who but 
Morgan would have dared set forth for 
a church convention accompanied by a 
famous beauty? While the financier 
sat in solemn conclave with the men 
of the cloth, the lady enjoyed the lux- 
ury of the Morgan private car, drawn 
up on a siding in a leafy suburb 
Who but Morgan would have grandly 
bestowed ‘dots’ of $100,000 each upon 
lovely young things, whose favors he 
had enjoyed, when they decided to 
anchor in the more placid harborage 
of matrimony? 

Morgan's adventures in romance, it 
is related, were many and various. 
But there was never the taint of open 
scandal. His women were loyal and 
worshipful. It seemed he had a gift 
for making worshippers both out of 
his mistresses and his business asso- 
ciates. He collected beautiful women.,. 
Winkler says, as he collected objects 
of art. Not only famous beauties. 
More than one young woman of hum- 
ble station was distinguished by his 
attentions—-and the financier was a 
lordly protector. The path of a favor- 
ite was smoothed for life. It is re- 
lated that he founded the New York 
Lying-In Hospital at the suggestion 
of the partner of one of his romances. 
The lady pointed out the néed for a 
modern maternity hospital and Morgan 
lavished great sums upon the project. 

Romantic emotion was a source of 
stimulation to Morgan. So was re- 
ligious emotion. ‘“‘A compound by no 
means rare,’’ remarks Winkler. His 
religion is described as a strange, 
depthful thing, probably the strongest 
impellent in his nature. Throughout 
his life he never wavered from the 
hell fire beliefs of his Puritan boy- 
hood. He was not a scholar and never 
was considered a well-read man, but 
he was thoroughly familiar with the 
history of the American Protestant 
Episcopal Church. 


alie&S of his nature,’ says Wink- 

ler, ‘that he could revel in gath- 
erings of ecclesiastics where dull and 
dusty discussions of dogma and church 
law consumed the sessions. For dec- 
ades he dominated the American Epis- 
copal Church. He acquired the posi- 
tion, almost, of a lay Pope, and prob- 
ably had more influence in church af- 
fairs than any member of the House 
of Bishops.” 

Until he was long past 70, the Mag- 
nificent Pierpont—‘‘Pierpontifex Max- 
imus,’”’ some wag dubbed him-—-re- 
tained his alertness, his mental vigor 
and his elemental, jungle-like astride 
Indeed, until about a year before his 
death at 76, the only outward evidence 
of physical deterioration was a skin or 
blood disorder that caused eniarge- 
ment and discoloration of his already 
prominent nose. 

All his life he was a heavy eater 
and smoker and scorned physical exer- 
cise. Once when he was about 50 he 
became uneasy because of his increas- 
ing weight and took up gymnastics for 
a few days. He also cut down his 
smoking to twenty big black cigars a 
day and tempered some of his other 
habits: But he found exercise and 
dieting a nuisance. So he had himself 
tested by a famous physician and this 
is what the doctor told him: “You 
have worked al! your life with your 
brain. Your body is secondary. Chang- 
ing your habits might be fatal. Take 
no exercise in any form. Don't even 
walk a block when you can ride. You 
have a magnificent constitution. Rely 
upon it.” 

He did. He abandoned gymnastics 
and thereafter he smoked and drank 
und ate as much as he pleased.

HE beard is coming 
back. In 19 to 20 
years every. mascu- 
line chin will sprout 
with hirsute adorn- 
ment of varying de- 
grees of magnifi- 
cence. The rising 
generation will be 
\ \ bearded. This is not 
! i. \,°\ merely a random 
: LAN fashion forecast but 
the prophecy of the foremost stu- 
dent of the beard in America, Ed- 
win Valentine Mitchell, and it is based 
on a long study of beards, beards past 
and present, the beards of the ancient 
Greeks and the beards of our immedi- 
ate forbears. 

The results of his researches Mr. 
Mitchell has published in a small vol- 
ume, ‘“‘Concerning Beards’’ (Dodd, 
Mead & Co.). It was issued on the an- 
niversary of the most important Amer- 
ican beard, a noble ‘“‘beaver”’ for which 
its wearer, Joseph l’almer, went to jail. 
For, as Mr. Mitchell points out, in 
1831 the beard was as rare as in 1931, 
even more rare, because the idea had 
come into being that it was extremely 
sinful to grow whiskers, a vanity of 
vanities, not to be tolerated. But 
Palmer, the friend of Emerson and 
Isronson Alcott in New England, after 
suffering all forms of persecution, 
finally won the day for the beard. 

The author of ‘‘Concerning Beards’ 
advances many ingenious and inter- 
esting theories concerning the growth 
of hair on the face. Many of these 
traditions are very old. The common- 
est belief, and one that has come down 
to us from remote antiquity, is that 
beards are conducive to virility. Ex- 
cept in the three or four whiskerless 
ages, not of long duration, it is certain 
that the beard has been a symbol of 
masculine splendor. There was noth- 
ing like a luxuriant red beaver to at- 
tract the Elizabethan ladies, for ex- 
ample. 

While Mr. Mitchell does not openly 
espouse the cause of the beard, it is 
apparent that he favors them and 
looks with somewhat pitying scorn on 
the attitude of the present age. At 
present, as he points out, anyone under 
the age of 80 who grows a beard is 
looked upon with suspicion and is the 
target of unwelcome attention on the 
street. It is, indeed, a sad decline, 
for Mitchell makes a fairly convincing 
ease for his contention that the great 
men of the ages have been bearded, 
with certain notable exceptions. 

There are martyrs to the beard even 
in this day. A young Harvard instruc- 
tor with a red heard was requested by 
the university authorities, it is said, to 
shave it off if he wanted to be reap- 
pointed. The young instructor valued 
his beaver above a Harvard post, it is 
reported, resigned, and went to a small 
New England college 
where tolerance for 
beards was higher. 

An exhaustive 
study of beards 
would fill a volume, 
Mitchell says. The 
literature on the sub- 
ject is extensive. 


ENTIAN HERVET, 
for example, wrote 
three Latin dis- 
courses on beards. In the first he 
takes a decided stand against the 
beard; in the second he is lukewarm 
and indifferent; in the third, having 
seen the error of his former be- 
liefs. he comes out whole-heartedly 
in favor of the beard. And there 
is no doubt in my mind that, like most 
persons who become interested in this 
subject, he grew a beard and was 
thereafter saved from having to retire, 
bleeding, from the mirror after his 
morning toilet.” 

Mitchell points out that it is diffi- 
cult for us to realize the importance 
attached to the beard in ancient times. 
Several wars have been fought over 
them. ‘‘There was a nasty clash be- 
tween the Tartars and the Persians, 
because the Tartar religion made a 
special point of the manner in which 
beards should be worn and the Per- 
sians went contrary to the Tartar 
teaching in this respect. In hand-to- 
hand warfare, however, the beard was 
often @ serious handicap. Because it

provided such a

Charlemagne had a great white beard 
which he used to spread out over his 
cuirasse when he went into battle as 
an inspiration to his followers. When 
Charlemagne rode to the revenge of 
Roland after the famed defeat at Ron- 
cesvalles, he went so far as to make all 
his knights expose their beards outside 
their armor, in order that friend 
might be distinguished from foe. 

There was no greater insult in the 
Middle Ages than to tweak a man’s 
beard and forcible shaving was a form 
of torture. Mitchell writes that Bes- 
sarion, the famous Greek scholar, was 
sent on a mission to King Louis XI of 
France. He made the tactless mistake 
of calling on the Duke of Burgundy 
first and King Louis was so enraged he 
seized Bessarion roughly by the beard 
and treated him shamefully. The old 
scholar went into retirement and died 
a few months later.

“In the battle of the bearded and 
the shaved, the most celebrated writ- 
ers seem to have been on the side of 
the beard,’ says Mitchell. ‘‘Homer 
writes with high respect and warm re- 
gard of the white beards of Nestor 
and old King Priam, and Juvenal is 
pleased to remember that of Anti- 
lochus, the son of Nestor. The beau- 
tiful profuse beard that covered the 
chest of Mezentius is described with 
keen appreciation by Virgil, while 
Chrysippus pays tribute to the noble 
beard of Timothy, a famed player on 
the flute. The Bible abounds in com- 
plimentary allusions to beards. David 
sang the praises of the growth on 
Aaron’s chin. Those pious men, the 
patriarchs, who were so richly blessed 
with spouses, had enormous beards... 

‘In the old days of the beard the 
absence of hair from the human coun- 
tenance was considered a mark of 
turpitude and disgrace. Diogenes asked 
all shaven men whom he met if they 
were dissatisfied with being men and 
had changed their sex. Among many 
nations the loss of the beard meant 
banishment. In the eves of the first 
fathers of the Church a shaved chin 
branded the debauchee. Tertullian, 
one of the greatest of the early eccle- 
siastical writers, is a stanch and elo- 
quent opponent of the razor. 

“It is told of one of the Popes that 
he refused to accept an edition of the 
works of a certain saint because in the 
illustrations the saint was shown with- 
out a beard. 

“Some satiric verses of D’'Aubtgne 
directed aga nst the detestable Henry 
III of France, who appeared smooth- 
faced at a party, show the odium in 
which one who applied a razor to his 
beard was held. Henry was utterly 
profligate anyway, but his shaving 
was regarded as a descent to uncom- 
putable depths of degradation." 

A number of characters in history 
and in fiction have been named after 
their beards, the most famous of all 
being Bluebeard, in the nursery tale 
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BEARD

The original of Blue- 
beard was Gilles de 
Rais, who lived in 
Brittany in the first 
half of the fifteenth 
century. He was far 
more wicked than 
the . fictional. Blue- 
beard, having been 
hanged for the mur- 
der of 1490 children. 
Landru was another 
bearded villain who 
was guillotined for 
the murders of a 
series of his wives. 
Just before the exe- 
cution, Mitchell 
tells, prison officials 
proposed to cut off 
his beard but he pleaded so hard he 
was allowed to retain it and it was 
probably severed with his neck when 
the knife was let drop. 

The eighteenth century was a beard- 
less era. The great men of the time, 
Swift, Pope, Addison, Steele, were 
clean shaven. About 1800, Mitchell 
says, sideburns began to come into 
vogue in Europe and America. But 
whiskers were absolutely taboo in this 
country. And it took the long mar- 
tyrdom of Joseph Palmer to break 
down this deep-rooted prejudice. Sev- 
eral attempts were made to shave this 
stout New Englander by force. But 
each time he fought off his attackers. 
He spent more than a month in jail for

resisting the attacks 


John Ruskin. of the men who 


wanted to shave 
him. Small boys 
threw things at him 
and women  shud- 
dered in horror at 
his approach. But 
he lived to see 
whiskers flourish 
throughout the land 
in every conceivable 
form and variety. 
He died in 1875 at 
the age of 84. 

‘He is buried in 
Greenwood Cem e- 
tery at Leominster, 
Massachusetts, 
which town, oddly 
enough, is the cen- 
ter of the comb in- 
dustry in America. 


Ulysses S. Grant. His grave is near 


the street and one 
may see on his monument a life-size 
carving of his head with its wonderful 
beard, and near the base of the stone 
is this inscription, ‘Persecuted for 
Wearing the Beard.’ ’’ 

Even during Palmer’s lifetime the 
beard became the sign of eminent re- 
spectability, the badge of physicians 
and clergymen. And of writers, too. 
All of the New England school sported 
patriarchal beards, as did Walt Whit- 
man. In England one could scarcely 
aspire to be a first-rate literary figure 
without a beaver. 

A strong reaction had set in by 
1900. Serious articles were written 
on such subjects as “‘Should Waiters 
Wear Beards?" The beard came in for

beard, it was felt, 
was for the aged and the rustics. With 
the increasing stress put upon asepsis, 
doctors began to shave. Mitchell writes 
that surgeons in particular grew tired 
of tying their beards up in little flan- 
nel bags before every operation. The 
increase in cigarette smoking that be- 
gan about this time must have had 
something to do with the decline of 
the beard. The fire hazard with a 
flowing beaver is much greater with 
cigarettes than cigars. 

Young gentlemen clung for a time to 
mustachios, but faces grew rapidly 
more and more naked until at last only 
the older men sported facial adorn- 
ment more daring than a slight mus- 
tache. Often war has served to pop- 
ularize the beard—shaving becomes 
too difficult. This was true in the 
Civil War. But the World War was 
fought bx clean-shaven men, relatively 
80 at any rate. It was felt that shav- 
ing and bathing kept up the morale of 
the troops. Probably the lowest ebb 
in fortune in the beard’s whole history 
came just after the 
war with the game 
of spotting beards 
called  ‘‘Beaver.’’ 
Mitchell quotes the

game, D. B. Wynd- 
ham Lewis, the En- 
glish author: 


AM not sure I re- 
member the scoring, 
even; it’s about 10 
years ago, you know. 1 think the 
original game was thus: You g0 
along the street or from the top 
of a bus, or taxi, or anything, and 
score all men on your side wearing 
beards. An ordinary Beaver counts 19 
points. A King Beaver (that is, a red 
beard) counts 50. A Queen Beaver, 
being terribly scarce, counts 100, and 
a Red Queen Beaver, being practically 
unknown, 500. (I don't think it was I 
who introduced the female stuff—it 
didn’t seem polite to me. Anyhow that 
was added later.) The King Beaver 
who got scored most in London was 
Augustus John. Bernard Shaw’s beard 
used to be reddish, but is now white, 
so he scored only 19. The beard had to 
be a real one, that is, like Ernest 
Boyd's, not merely a partial fringe. If 
the beard was found to be false, the 
scorer had to deduct 50 marks. I think 
that that’s all of the original game. It 
was developed largely, but by that 
time I had lost interest in it. I wasn’t 
exactly the inventor, either. It began 
in a small way in Oxford, that home of 
intellect and light. A young friend of 
mine there told me about it, and as I 
was running that silly ‘Beachcomber’ 
column (in the London Daily Express) 
and wanted something new and idiotic, 
l introduced it to the larger world. It 
was a good crack at first, but when 
street toughs began to get hold of it 
and spoil it for everybody it wasn’t so 
good. There was a lot of national feel- 
ing for and against it. I wish I'd kept 
some of the letters from bearded men 
who said England was going to the 
dogs, and look at the Navy, and what 
about the Nelson spirit.’’ 

This game spread all over the world. 
It was particularly popular in college 
towns in this country. The few pro- 
fessors who retained their beards were 
constantly being outraged on the 
campus by cries of ‘‘Reaver!"’, for a 
rule of the game in America held that 
the spotter must shout loudly and 
point to the beard in order to score. 

In these lean and starveling days, 
Mitchell writes, the finest beards in 
the world, outside the peasant districts 
of Russia and the State of Maine, are 
to be found in the haunts of artists, 
notably the Latin Quarter of Paris. 
One of the most famous of the Mont- 
martre beards is that of Pere Fred- 
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erick, proprietor of the Lapin Agile 
at the very top of Montmartre. Pere 
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is long and white 
and he venerates 
it deeply. He has 
been the friend of 
many famous art- 
ists and poets: Ppj- 
casso, Derain, Dufy, 
Modigliani, Braque. 
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has sought to make 
his book all-inclusive, containing a sec- 
tion on false beards and a discourse on 
bearded women. Of the latter he 
writes: 

There have always been women who 
for one reuson or another, either be- 
cause they wished to disguise their 
sex or out of sheer eccentricity of taste 
or the desire to be distinguished from 
the crowd or to command attention, 
have honored themselves by wear- 
ing beards.

Consequently, efforts are made, 
and successfully, on September 8, to 
kill one with small shot, the thin 
skull of these small seals being so 
easily penetrable. 

Walruses were probably observed 
several times during the journey of 
the party in the polar regions. The 
first occasion was on the second day 
of the balloon voyage, when, accord- 
ing to the notes, ‘‘a large seal’ was 
photographed. The animal was, with 
more likelihood, a walrus. 

But this animal long remained a 
mystery to the wanderers across the 
ice, however, for Andree on one oc- 
casion supposed it to be a whale. 


NE reason of the mistake, and 
():: the joking remark in 

. his diary about ‘‘a sea-serpent”’ 
was possibly the _ fact—mentioned 
by Kolthoff and others—that wal- 
ruses sometimes swim in line, one 
behind another, and, when they 
appear on the surface, keep their 
heads so low that only the nose is 
visible, while their backs 
are only now and then lift- 
ed above the water. 

When this happens, the 
impression may easily be 
given that what is seen is Sage 
but one large = animal, ‘isp: 
swimming curved into sev- 
eral bends. 

On August 25 Andree 
Says that the great mys- 
terious creature has been 
seen with two bends. 

A specimen of the large 
seal (Phoca barbata) was 
shot on September 19. 

The occurrence of the 
large seal amid the drift- 
ing ice shows that. the 
party had come to the vi- 
cinity of some. coast— 
probably White Island— 
or, at all events, to a shal- 
lower sea, for the large 
seal lives chiefly near the 
coasts. 

There it obtains its supplies of food 
for-the most part from crustacea liv- 
ing near the bottom—such as crabs, 
a large bottom shrimp and the like, 
and from other lower animals, such 
as mussels and worms found near the 
shores. 


F THE birds, there were ob- 
() servec in the world of pack ice 
seven, or possibly eight, species, 
if we include an uncertain report from 
July 15, noted rn not far from 
where the sstatliiiccen ssa to the ice. 
In this Andree notes that “1 auk 
flew toS S W.” 

If this observation be correct, then 
it must have been a Spitzbergen guil- 
lemot (Uria lonivia). This is the first 
and the last occasion the bird is men- 
tioned in the diary. 

The natural explanation of this is 
that this species is a pronounced fish- 
eater, cannot easily procure food far 
in among the ice, and so seldom goes 
there. 

Another auk is the little auk or 
auk king (Alle alle) first seen on July 
18 when the expedition was in, ap- 
proximately, &2 degrees 50 minutes 
north latitude. 

It may possibly seem peculiar that 
these small birds should make their 
appearance so far to the north, and 
so far from (known) land. But the 
explanation is easy. 

The little auk lives almost exclu- 
sively on ‘‘flea lobsters,” Amphipoda, 
which are found near the surface of 
the water, so that the bird can. easily 
procure food as soon as open water is 
accessible. 

We may even presume that these 
small crustacea assemble in great 
number in the leads and channels be- 
tween the ice, so that the auk king's 
table is better provided for there than 
in the open sea. 

Farther south, little auks seen in 
the leads varied in appearance. On 
August 25 Andree shot such a bird, 
and he describes it in his diary.

strange birds were simply year-old 
auk kings, The young ones first as- 
sume a dress which, in all essentials, 
resembles that of the old birds, but 
this they change very soon, obtaining 
a dress which displays more white. 

This second dress of the young 
birds is in pretty close agreement with 
the winter dress of the old ones. As 
soon as the young ones are ready to 
fly they often make their way to 
places far from the home tract. 

Among other auks the black guil- 
femot or sandeel guillemot (naturally 
of the Spitzbergen race, Uria grylle 
mandti) is mentioned several times. 

Its name is seen the first time on 
August 18, when the party was south 
of 81 degrees north latitude. 

On September 3 Fraenkel shot a 
young one of this species. 

Probably, this young guillemot and 
a couple of other older birds seen two 
days later had come from Charles XII 
Island, where, in 1898, the Nathorst 


expedition found this species breeding. 


Other young guillemots, mentioned 
on September 15 and later, too, may 
have come from White Island, where 
the Nathorst expedition saw the spe- 
cies in 1898. 

Although it does not seem to have 
appeared in any great number on any 
occasion, the fulmar (Fulmarus glaci- 
alis) is the bird observed most often 
during the journey across the ice.

As not every fulmar has young each 
year, it is probable that the birds 
which appeared farthest north on the 
pack ice were not breeding. Such 
non-breeding fulmars journey far and

seem to have become rarer, for An- 
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sent him $2000 during this 15-month 
period.

The common skua is mentioned 
only three times. The first occasion 
was on August 2, when such a bird, 
with two gulls, was circling above the 
remains of a polar bear. Another was 
seen the following day. 

This was in approximately 82 de- 
grees 15 minutes north latitude. It 
must certainly have been the common 
skua (Stercorarius Parasiticus), for 
Kolthoff observed this species at 
White Island in 1898, and thought 
that it possibly bred there. 

All the specimens he saw there be- 
longed to the white phase. This is 
probably why, on August 25, Andree 
felt doubtful of his determination 
when he saw a specimen of the dark 
phase. 

The gull which played the greatest 
role for the expedition was, however, 
the ivory egull (Pagophila ebur- 
On August 11 Fraenkel shot 
one specimen, which is described by 
Andree. 

These ivory gulls were considered 
a great delicacy, and at one time 
in September, when the supply of 
meat was very small, these birds 
formed a valuable addition to the 
bill of fare. 

But when we remember the diet of 
the ivory gull itself, it 
seems very strange that 
it should taste so well, ex- 
cept when cold and hard- 
ships form a sharp sauce, 
for ivory. gulls, although 
able to fish, are mostly on 
the lookout for offal of 
every description, such as 
the remains from a polar 
bear’s meal, dead seals 
and whales. 

In Andree’s last notice 
of them, on September 19, 
they are called carrion 
birds. 

On August 22 Andree 
shot and described a 
voung ivory gull. Then 
the expedition was still 
very far north of White 
Island, where the expedi- 
tion of 1898 had found 
multitudes of ivory gulls 
breeding. 

Andree's discovery of 
this young ivory gull consequently con- 
firms Kolthoff's observation that, as 
soon as they can fly, the young birds 
make exeursions across the ice-filled

The most interesting of all Andree's 
ornithological observations, however, 
are those respecting, the Ross gull, 
(Rhodostethia rosea). 

This little high-Arctic gull, the 
most beautiful of the whole family, 
still offers many problems respecting 
the story of its life. It belongs to 
the circumpolar tracts, and has also 
been reported north of Spitzbergen. 

The first time the Ross gull is men- 
tioned in Andree’s diary is in the notes 
of July 25. There we read: 

“Gull with red belly. Wings blue 
underneath and above. Dark ring 
around neck.” 

This description is a perfectly clear 
and evident one of the Ross gull, if 
for ‘“‘red’’ we read rosy-red, and for 
“blue’’ gray-blue, which are quite 
natural and allowable modifications. 

Between July 25 and August 30 An-

dree observed at 
gulls. Not much

three were observed, he writes: 

‘Two of them almost unafraid, un- 
like what has otherwise been the 
case. 

On August 6: 

“Shy. Visit once and then fly.” 

The Ross gull first was observed 
and described: in 1824 from specimens 
seen in Melville Peninsula in Arctic 
North America. Since then it has been 
met in various places (some few er- 
rant specimens even so far south as 
Southern Europe). But the Ross gull 
has always its domicile in Arctic 
countries. 

Onlv in a few places have Ross 
gulls been seen in any great numbers. 
In this reapect the Point Barrow terri- 
tory, on the north side of Alaska, 
stands first. An international expedi- 
tion there in 1881 observed Ross gulls 
daily between September 28 and Octo- 
ber 20. On certain days they were 


extremely numerous, coming in small 
flocks, and they flew, in general, 
toward the northeast. 

But, mysteriously, not a single speci- 
men was seen during the following 
spring and summer. And then. they 
became just as numerous again after 
September 21, 1882. They were most- 
ly young birds which, like the speci- 
mens seen the previous year, were d.- 
recting their flight toward the north- 
east. 

Tie most interesting observations 
respecting this bird have been made 
by Buturlin, the Russian ornithologist 
who, im 1905 found the Ross gull 
breeding in large numbers in the del- 
ta land of the River Kolyma, in north- 
east Siberia. 


* 


UTURLIN found that the Ross 
Beu leave their breeding places 

as early as July 11 and fly to- 
ward the polar sea. 

Later, the “Maud” expedition also 
shot Ross gulls in the Kolyma delta, 
and afterward found specimens north 
and east of the New Siberian Islands. 
during August and October, 1923. 

It is evident that the Ross gulls 
which appear late in the summer and 
in the autumn in these parts of the 
polar sea may very well have their 
breeding places on the tundras of the 
Kolyma delta, and in other places in 
northeastern Siberia. 

But one can scarcely believe that 
the birds observed before the middle 
of July northeast of Franz Joseph 
Land could have come there at- such 
an early date from breeding places ly 
ing so far to the east. 

This remark holds good still more 
for the specimens seen by Andree. 

It is, consequently, probable that 
there must be one or more unknown 
breeding lying 
west, in the Arctic portions of the Old 
World.

Nor is it Srobable that the Ross 
gull would breed on the stony and 
rocky islands of the polar sea, for its 
right home during the breeding sea 
son is the grassy and low-lying marsh- 
lands of the tundra, where even in 
early summer there are rich supplies 
of insects, with which the gull feeds 
its young. |

If any results were obtained, the 
specimens were lost or decayed ut
